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RAREST SILVER DOLLAR. 


tt te the Cortinonte } Curreney Pattern 
| Goin of 1776; * 

A United States silyer pattern dollar, 
dated 1776 and valued at $5,000, which 
was hibited at Chicago at the con- 
ventidt’ of the: American Notoismatic 
association, brought to the Jammediate 
Attention of bottr the generat public and 
collectors of silver a plece which fot 
rarity, value and historical worth com- 
pletely eclipses the celebrated 1804 dol- 
lar or, indeed, any other coin in the 
United States series, says the Wash- 
ington Post. Even in some respects it 
Is more Interesting than the excessive- 
ly rare and valnable silver pattern dol- 
lar or “mark” of 1783 proposed by Rob- 
ert Morris, the “tinancier of the Revo- 
lution.” 

This coln, which Is known as the con 
tiventat currency dollar, is owned ‘by 
H. O. Granberg of Oshkosh, Wis., and 
represents unquestionably the very tirst 
metallic issue to bear the stamp of the 
United States, or United Colonies, as 
the confederation was originally known. 
The continental doliar preceded by olne 
years the issue of the first regularly an- 
thorized cent of 1787—the Fugio or 
Franklin cent—and the issue of the lat- 
ter colp, no doubt, was largely infu- 
enced by this first dollar, for it bore its 
principal features of design. 

The continental. currency dollar is 
about the size of an ordinary silver dol- 
lar and contains 378 grains of silver. 
On the obverse the principal design is 
& sup shining on a sundial, with the 
word “Fugio” to the left. Below the 
dial is the motto, “Mind Your Busl- 
ness,” a saying attr{buted to Franklin. 
Phis central design 1% inclosed by two 

\cireles, while around the border in large 
letters is the inscription “Continental 
Currency, 1776." On the reverse is the 
circle of thirteen links, each of which 
bears the name of one of the thirteen 
+|colonies, Ip the center is a radiation 
which incloses a double circle, in which 
are the words “American Congress. 
We Are One.” : 

No definite information as to where 
the contivental currency dollar was 
made can pow be obtained, but it is

Value of Cottonseed Cake as Part of 
, the Ration For Stock, 

Cold -preased cottonseed cake is the 
byproduct remaining after the whole 
seeds have been crushed to extract the 
oll, says Kansas Farmer. It differs 
from the ordinary cottonseed cake in 
that the latter has the bulls and lint 
‘removed, the kernels beated and placed 
between cloths and then pressed to ex- 
tract the oil. So» 

Cold pressed cake contains the bulls 
and short lint, while the ordinary cake 
does not. For this reason the ordinary 
cake Is richer in protein. 

The cake is ground into meal for 
| feeding purposes, and, while the ani- 
| mals could doubtiess eat the cake if 
| broken up, it pays well to grind it. 

Being very rich in. protein, cotton- 
seed cake is always used as a concen- 
trate and cannot be compared with 
| corn, which 1s not, : 

It is an excellent concentrate with 
‘which to balance up a ration for al- 
most any farm animal, and alfalfa hay 
is one of the best things to feed with It. 

As cottonseed meal cannot be used 
for a grain ration, corn or some other 
grain should be used with It.

COMPANY IS DIGGING FOR A RE 
| MARKABLE HOARD. 


| Oak Island Is the Scene of Operations 
Which Are Stranger Than Fiction— 
At a Depth of 160 Feet Under the 
Ground. the Boring Tools Have 
Struck Metal, Oak, Cement ‘and 
Sheepskin With Lettering. 


Another attempt is to be made to 
jBolve the mystery of the famous 
| money pit on Oak Island, in Mahone 
| Bay, Nova Scotia. 
| tempt made some years ago some very 
| remarkable discoveries were madé, 
‘| but for certain reasons they were not 
| advertised abroad. As in the case of 
| their predecessors, the treasure-seek- 
ers on this oceasion were haulked by 
;Uuncanny accidents which destroyed 


the labors of many months, ‘but the | 
tale of their doings is the most inter- | 


| esting and most convincing chapter in 
the history of this amazing quest for 
tredsure trove. They demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that at a depth of over 
'150 feet. below’ the surface of the 
| ground something encased in cement 
and oak-wood lies buried, and that a 
tunnel was constructed: to permit the 
sea-water to flow into the pit and 
baulk the efforta of anyone who did 
not know the secret of shutting off the 
sea to ‘raise whatever may be at th 


bottom of the o . 
» Welling, who had 


Captain J. 
charge of the operations on the last 
occasion when an attempt was made 
to solve the ve bere consented the 
other day to tell the story of his ad- 
veritures and discoveries. 

“When I went on the island to take 
charge of the work there, I was yery 
sceptical,’”’ he said. “I had no money 
invested in the enterprise, and did not 
take any stock in the story of buried 
treasure. I got into it in this way, 
Some time previous I had left a ah 
and gone home. to, Amherst. TI ha 
hardly got there before some of my 
friends came to me, told me they had 
formed a company, to search for the 
treasure on Island, and asked me 
to g° down and take charge of the 
work. They said the man they had 
appointed manager was not givin 
satisfaction, and that so far he h 
done little or nothing. . 

“Well, I laughed at them, and told 
them that they could find better use 
for money than pes) it in holes in 
Oak Island. Bu re had the treas- 
ure-hunting fever, and insisted that I 
take the job. So at last I consented 
and went down to the island. I found 
very little had been done, and that 
thinge were about as they had been 
represented té me. and wrote back 
home Reign my friends to quit. But 
they told me to go ahead. So I got a 
new gang of men, most of them good 
miners, and went to work. I had 
only been at work a short time. when 
a str thing happened.

took over the lease of the island. 
Many people are familiar with the le- 
gend that Captain Kidd buried $10.- 
000,000 on Oak Island, a legend which 
arose from the discovery by some of 
| the earlier diggers of a flat stone bear- 
‘ing an i on which somebody 
said conveyed the information) which 
is the basis of the legend, But j- 
tain Welling believes the treasure Was 
put there long before Kidd's time, and 
that. it is a much er treasure than 
Kidd gathered together. And certain- 
ly it is impossible to imagine any body 
of men burying an oak box encased 
in cement and full of soft metal at a 
depth of over one hundred and filty 
feet on a secluded island, and to con- 
struct a tunnel which must have cost 
months of weary labor, unless they 
/had @ tremendous treasure to hide— 
some great religious or national trea- 


sure. And, then, what of the mys- 
tiry beyond the piece of iron at’ a 
depth of 10 feet? The whole story 
| of this island is amazing, but Captain 
| Welling’s discoveries only deepened 
the mystery.
